& brethren. The only things to be wiſhed for in 
te Order to render theſe caſes as intereſting to the 
« faculty, as reſpectable to the Doctor, are, that 
ce they had been leſs ſelect, more circumſtantially 
< related, and better authenticated. As far as they 
= * 007 to be depended upon, they certainly afford 
reat encouragement to the ſteady and long con- 
* el uſe of medicines of the alterative claſs, in 
« very inveterate diſorders,” 

The aſſertion, that the methods I have ſuc- 
ceſsfully purſued were known before, ſcarce re- 
quires a ſerious refutation. I appeal to the whole 

rofeſſion, and I aſk, whether the pulvis mineralis 
is mentioned by any other author, ancient or 
modern ; and whether any writer ever before re- 
commended in cancerous, ſcrophulous ditorders, 
and in opacities of the Cornea, the ſame altera- 
tives, or in the ſame manner as I have? that is, in 
mall portions, to ſucceed one another, in ſuch a 
manner that before one dole ceaſes to act, another 
commences; at the lame time adminiſtering the 
neutral ſalts, to prevent any irritation in the ha- 
bit. Every writer on the art of medicine, either 
ancient or modern, anſwers in the negative. 
the learned and candid in the profeſſion, with 
whom I bave converied on thele ſubjects, ac- 
knowledge the fame. From hence it mutt ap- 
pear evident, “ that I have not uſed weapons,” to re- 
peat this elegant writer's phraſe, which are ge- 
te nerally uſed by leſs fortunate brethren ;” but 
have invented an entire new plan for the admini- 
ſtration

ſtration of alteratives. I have not only proved, 
that cancerous and ſcrophulous caſes are curable ; 
but have communicated, without reſerve, the very 
means by which thoſe cures have been effected ; | 
which has been the reſult of near twenty years 
experience, having my houſe open to all the poor. 
In this every private emolument has been ſacrificed 
to the public advantage. There are ſeveral prac- 
tical diſcoveries in ca::cerous and other complaints. 
Ihe obſervations on the common abſurd method of 
uling injections in womb complaints are new, and 


the practice is proved to be prepoſterous by anato- 


mical demonſtration. 

With regard to the authenticity of the 
facts, I repeat what this worthy, liberal critic 
might have found in the preface, © that ſeveral 
5 perſons of the firſt rank may be referred to, who 
were witneſſes of the principal caſes contained in 
the pamphlet: they are likewiſe well Known to 
many medical practitioners. I ſhould never bave 
thought myſelf juſtifiable in publithing to the world 
the names of pertons who have honorcd me with 
their confidence, even though numbers have given 
me that liberty untolicited, had not the veracity 
of the facts been called in queſtion. 

The monthly reviewers, deviating from the office 
of critics, became zealous partizans againſt me, 
and poured forth their perſonal abuſe, when 
J publiſhed the letter to Dr. Hunter on the 
dangerous tendency of medical vanity. The ſtu- 
died phraſeology in that criticiſm, the ſingu- 
lar uſe of the word weapons, prove it the pro- 
duction of the preſent amiable writer. Un- 
happily, the powers of the head ſeem not equal 
to the rancor of his heart, or he would have been 
more refined in his expreflions, and ſoftened the 


acrumony of the poiſon to have rendered it leſs 
dif-

diſguſtful to the candid reader. Ungenerous 
ſurmiſes, ſo evidently ariſing from private enmity, 
may not carry with the world fuch conviction as pub- 


fic facts; the deſigned miſchief may defeat itſelf. 


The repeating injuries undetected, may induce a 
weak man to vainly imagine he poſſeſſes ſuperior in- 
tellects to others. A perfidious mind, which rarely 
expands itſelf beyond the acquiſition of artifice or 


low cunning, will. prefer the unmanly bye-paths 


of calumny and deceit to the honorable roads 


of candor and integrity : but low, illiberal tricks, 


however artfully contrived, never yet conducted 
any one happily or honorably through life. No 
great, good, or ſenſible man ever practiſed them; 
they are only unſubſtantial auxiliaries accom- 
modated to the mean, undiſcerning talents of the 
vulgar. 

It is very probable, that the ſame learned cri- 
tic abuſed the little book I had the honor of pre- 
ſenting to his preſent Majeſty, called © Medical Ad- 
« vice to the Army and Navy.” He dwells with 
malignant pleaſure on diſcovering that I had omit- 
ted in the liſt of remedies calomel and ipecacuana. 

e former 1s certainly improper for the uſe of 


perſons unſkilled in the art of medicine &; the 


latter grows ſpontaneoully in many parts of Ame- 
rica; but I have communicated objections to the 
uſe of emetics. By theſe and other tokens of the 
moſt conſummate ignorance in chemiſtry, botany, 
the materia medica, anatomy, ſurgery, midwifery, 
and the practice of medicine, it is certain that this 
bright critical author is not of the medical pro- 
feſſion, in which caſe he muſt make an excellent 

judge of performances of this nature, where vita

brevis, 
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brevis, ars vero longa, &c. A perſon unlearned 
in thoſe branches, however eminently qualified 
| as a writer, muſt be very inadequate to the buſi- 
neſs of a critic on medical ſubjects. The preſent 
writer has clearly demonſtrated, and every real 
judge will perceive how unacquainted he is with 
the art he preſumes to criticiſe. 

If the modeſt cenſurer could have comprehend- 
ed that pamphlet as a man of ſcience, he would have 
found ſeveral new modes for preſerving the health 
of ſeamen on ſhip- board, and the ſoldiers in camp. 
He would have diſcovered, and generouſly men- 
tioned in his criticiſm, that I am the firit who has 
recommended an early amputation in hot climates. 
There are ſeveral new obſervations likewiſe on 

utrid malignant fevers, gun-thot wounds, &c. 
_ moſt of which have received the approbation of 
ſome of the firſt medical practitioners in this coun- 
try, as well as the royal academy of ſurgery at 
| Paris*, the univerſity at Leyden, and the Medical 
Society at Rotterdam, to whom I had the honor 
of preſenting my wor ks in the year 1775. Poſh- 
bly theſe learned bodies may underſtand as much 
| of medicine as this ſagacious pretender to criticiſm. 
4 The conduct of the reviewer 1s reſpectfully ſub- 
j mitted to the candid conſideration of the public, 
4 who will beſt judge, whether an attempt to alleviate 
4 human miſery merits illiberal treatment. What idea 
can we form of the man who intentionally endea- 
4 vours to with-hold from the truly miſerable the 
1 3 of relief offered on the moſt diſintereſted

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It is hoped, however, that the reſpectable Edi- 
tor of that review, will have more candor than 
to encourage the publication of mean inſinuations, 
inſtead of juſt, manly criticiſms ; and that he will 
have more regard for the honor of his learned 
work, than to ſuffer it to continue a vehicle for 
the conveyance of invidious malice, ill-nature, 
and falihood. 

I am ſenſible of the diſadvantages I labor un- 
der in parrying the dark thruſts, and refuting the

The occaſion, I hope, will 
apologize to the noble and reſpectable perſons whole 
names are introduced as proots of the authenticity 
of the caſes.

Every beneficial deviation from a ſervile adherence 
to the common modes of medical practice, 1s hkely 
to excite the reſentment of a legion of powerful 
enemies, and this will be proportioned to the ex- 
cellence of the improvement. It is highly crimi- 
nal, in the opinion of ſome learned and ingenious 
men, to ſupply the defects of an uncertain art. 
The daring innovator will be marked as a proper 
object for all the vengeance which malice can in- 
vent, directed by envy. The faireſt reputation is 
frequently wounded either by public violence, or 
foft wiuipers and indirect inſinuations. The ardor 
for improvement is by theſe means often extinguiſh- 
ed in the human mind. This detraction is not pecu- 
lar to the preſent age; former times furniſh many 
ſimilar inſtances difgraceful to a liberal profeſſion. 
Veſalius, the great reformer of anatomy, loſt his 
life through the cruel and unremitting perſecution 
of his medical enemies. Harvey was thirtx years 
refuting the oppoſers to his demonſtrations of 
the circulation of the blood, The great Mayern 
and others were baniſhed from all learned univer- 
ities, and the ſaciety of Phyſicians, for intro- 
ducing chemical medicines into practice. Mer- 
cury, antimony, the bark, inoculation, have all 
met with a furious oppoſition from thoſe whoſe 
duty it was to embrace every probable means 
of loftening the rigor of dreadful diſeaſes, Diſ- 

couraging,

couraging, however, as this may appear, every | 


age has produced men who, regardleſs of private 
intereſt, have combated theſe enemies to ſo- 
ciety with ſucceſs. The violence of their oppo». 
nents has often ſerved the cauſe it meant to 
injure, and confirmed the doctrines. Truth, with 
a reſiſtleſs force, will bear down all oppoſition. 
Ihe public will determine how far I have eſta- 
bliſhed the facts contained in the pamphlet. As 
for the worthy reviewer, who has induſtriouſſy la- 
bored to depreciate what will appear above the 
ſphere of his comprehenſion, J leave him to in- 
dulge hiinſelf in the full enjoyment of his excel- 
lent labors : ſuch inventive writers are a valuable 
acquiſition to the republic of letters. The only 
things to be wiſhed for, in order to render his criti- 
ciſms as intereſting to the world as reſpectable to him- 
ſelf, are, that they had been leſs malicious, more can- 
aid, and better authenticated. As far as they can be 
depended upon, they certainly afford great encourage- 
ment to the ſieady and long continued uſe of ſcurrility 
of the envious claſs, in very inveterate affettions of
